That where any perfon or perfons, not being a dealer or 

dealers in, or feller or fellers of foreign wine, either by 

wholefale or by retail, fhall have occafion to remove any fo- 

reign wine from any part of this kingdom, to any other part 

thereof, it fhall and may be lawful to, and for the. Officer or 

Officers of Excife, of the refpedtive divifions or diftri@s in 
which the place from whence fach wine is intended to be 
removed, fhall be fituate, upon fuch perfon or perfons, or his, 

her, or their known fervant or fervants, proving to the fatis-

fo fending away fuch wine, {hall not, before the expiration 
of the time limited in and by fuch permit and permits refpec- 
tively, return fuch permit and permitsto the Officer or Officers
